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31. The filtering membrane of Claim 29, wherein said treating material is an electrically charged material. 


The original application was filed with Claims 1-25, of which Claims 20-25 were withdrawn from consideration 
by request of election. Claims 1-19 were examined. As a result of examination, Claims 1-4 and 12-14 were 
rejected on the basis of 35 U.S.C 103 in view of disclosure in one of the references. Claims 5-11 and 15-19 were 
objected as being dependent on a rejected base claims, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The applicant accepts the requests of the examination and submits herein a new set of Claims 20-3 1 that are 
drafted in compliance with the request of the examination, i.e., the new claims are rejected claims rewritten in 
independent form that includes all of the limitations of the rejected base claim with corresponding intervening 
claims. More specifically, 

Claim 20 is a new independent claim that includes limitations of rejected Claims 1, 2 t and 5; 

Claim 21 is former Claim 6, which is now dependent on Claim 20; 

Claim 22 is former Claim 7, which is now dependent on Claim 21 ; 

Claim 23 is former Claim 8, which is now dependent on Claim 22; 

Claim 24 is former Claim 9, which is now dependent on Claim 221; 

Claim 25 is former Claim 10, which is now dependent on Claim 20; 

Claim 26 is former Claim 1 1 } which is now dependent on Claim 25; 

Claim 27 is a new independent claim and includes limitations of former Claims 1, 2, 12, 13, and 15. 
Claim 28 is former Claim 16, which is now dependent on Claim 27; 
Claim 29 is former Claim 17, which is now dependent on Claim 28; 
Claim 30 is former Claim 18, which is now dependent on Claim 29; 
Claim 31 is former Claim 19, which is now dependent on Claim 29. 

Applicant submits that the specification and claims are now in proper form and in condition for allowance, 
which action he respectfully solicits.
